REMARKS 


L Interview Summary 

Applicant expresses appreciation and thanks to the Examiner for the interview of April 
15, 2004, during which the Examiner and Applicant discussed the newly cited Japanese 
publication, JP 2001-1721 1. The Examiner stressed the thorough nature of his search and 
concluded that he could not find additional, allowable subject matter other than that which he has 
already found. 

II. Allowable Subject Matter 

The Examiner has indicated that claims 11-13 and 15-17 would be allowable if rewritten 
in independent form including all of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 
The claims have been so amended. 

III. Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. 102 

Claims 1, 2, 5, 6 and 8 were rejected under 35 U.S.C 102(a). In the interests of 
prosecution efficiency, those claims have been cancelled. 

IV. Claim Rejections - 35 U.S.C. 103 

Claims 3, 4, 7, 9, 10, 14 were rejected under 35 U.S.C 103(a). In the interests of 
prosecution efficiency, those claims have been cancelled.
